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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2-14, 17-23, and 25-33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to teach, or fairly suggest either alone or in combination thereof, a method for imaging of 
surgical biopsies which has the step of scanning the cassette to provide at least one image for 
pathological examination of a specimen and a system for imaging biopsy tissue wherein the 
imaging system has a stage in which an encapsulated specimen is moved during imaging. No 
stage is suggested in the Devlin invention. 

Also, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest the scanning feature operative 
in accordance with one of confocal microscopy, optical coherence tomography, and two-photon 
microscopy. 

Also, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest that the holder is a trocar.
